tario officially accepted the resigna- 
tion of the Editorial Board of iThc 
Gazette following a vote, of non- 
confidence in ttie Gazette and the 
Central ' Advertising Bureau.

controversy between the paper and 
the CAB. Thé latter had brought

JnSlèic daily before the USC, 
which has Jurisdiction over boih 
Crsanlzailons. 

Bath parties asked for a vote of 
confidence.
